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Perfect law, but Ahmad was the greatest interpreter 
of the law. 


Islam imposes a number of social values, 
institutions and practices which are found throughout 
the Muslim world. Many of these elements existed 
in pre-Islamic Arabia and exist today among non- 
Muslims and thus do not require the convert to 
abandon significantly his basic beliefs and practices 
in order to become a Muslim. Chief among Muslim 
values are piety and equality of male believers. To 
these might be added a strong sense of honor and a 
commitment to hospitality to friends and strangers 
alike. Islam has traditionally exalted the role of the 
male in society, although the Shariah requires that 

this role be played compassionately and fairly. The 
traditional Muslim family is patriarchal, the eldest 
male having full authority to make decisions for the 
good of all. Descent is traced patrilineally through 
the father; this system is protected by an inheritance 
Procedure which assures that sons receive the lion’s 
share of the father’ wealth. 


The position of women in Islam is inferior to 
that of the male, yet it is far superior to their position 
among animists prior to the coming of Islam. In 
Arabia, Islam stopped the common practice of female 
infanticide, reduced the multiplicity of legal wives 
to four, and Stipulated that each wife must be treated 
equally. The Hanafi school requires that a husband 
offer his wife freedom if he marries a second wife 
or if he stays away from home too long. In addition 
Islam granted women the right to won their own 


property. 

Deep concern for the sexual purity of their

in detail and theoretically approved by each before 
witnesses. The contract usually involves the 
bridegroom (or his family) promising money, animals 
or goods to the bride (mahr, sometimes called bride 
wealth or brideprice) and making other agreements 
to care for her in return for her joining his family 
and raising his children: The Qur'án does not 
designate whom a man may marry, only whom he 
may not marry, such as sisters and milk kin (those 
nursed by the same wet nurse). Custom gives 
preference to such endogamous marriages as cross- 
or parallel-cousin marriage (father's brother's 
offspring or mother's brother's offspring). Cousin 
marriage is practised more among an ethnic groups 
of the Middle East than in Africa or Southeast Asia. 


Other Muslim traditions widespread among the 
ethnic groups include circumcision of male children 
(only rarely female as well), a practice not mentioned 
in the Qur 'án but carried forward from pre-Islamic 
times. Muslim dietary laws follow the Old Testament 
and include ritual slaughter of animals and not eating 
pork. Folk Islam, followed by rural Muslims, contains 
many more traditions which lack Quranic sanction. 
An almost universal custom is the placing of a blue 
bead on a child's head to protect it from the evil eye 
or the wearing of amulets With words inscribed from 
the Qur 'án. Blood from a sacrificial animal is often 
considered to have curing powers. The burial of a 


newborn child's placenta is an important aspect in 
Arab and Jabarti folk culture. 


The entries of these volumes show two trends— 
one is the expansion of the religion, particularly 
conversion to Islam and another trend is the increase 


in orthodoxy with new feelings and awareness of 
the urban world. 


This Encyclopaedia emphasizes patterns of living 
er than an analysis of Islam. But from the 
dence presented here does not appear to be a 
trend away from religion. This survey of the Muslim 
world is designed primarily for the English-speaking 
academician or layman. As such, it has limitations 
Which need explanation. All the entries of this 
Encyclopaedia is edited and compiled in alphabetical 
order under the supervision of some renowned 
Islamic scholars who are in the Board of Editors. 
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‘Abâbda 
Tribes of Egypt and Sudan 


‘Ababda are an Arabic-speaking tribe of Beja 
origin in Upper Egypt with branches in the northern 
Sudan. The northern limit of their territory in Egypt - 
is the desert road leading from Kena to Kusayr, and 
their nomad sections roam the desert to the east of 
Luxor and Aswan. The original ‘Ababda stock is 
most truly represented by the nomads but there are 
also sedentary sections who have intermarried with 
the fallahin and adopted much of their way of life. 
On the Red Sea coast there is a small clan of fisher- 
folk, the Kirayjab, who by some are not recognised 
as true ‘Ababda. 


Like the rest of the Beja tribes, the “Ababda 
claim to be an Arab descent, and the genealogical 
table of ‘Ababda, their eponymous ancestor, begins 
with Zibayr, b. al-‘Awwam, a famous companion of 
the Prophet. Some of the tribesmen living in the 
Sudan believe that they are descended from Salman, 
an Arab of the Banu Hilal. Though doubtlessly 
fictitious in respect of the tribe as a whole this claim 
to Arab descent yet embodies a genuine memory of 
the process by which Juhayna and Rabi‘a Arabs 
acquired an ascendancy in the Sudan through 
marriages with the daughters of Beja chiefs, amongst 
whom descent was originally reckoned in the female 
line. This process which according to Ibn Khaldun 
led to the passing of the Nubian kingdom into the 
hands of the Juhayna must also have taken place in 
the case of the Beja. 


The *Abábda have been affected by Arab 
influence more strongly than those Beja who still 


retain their Hamitic tongue, so much so that in the 
Sudan they are not easily distinguished from the 
Sudan Arabs of the Ja‘liyyin group. They may, in 
fact, be held to occupy an intermediate position 
between the Beja proper and the fully arabicised 
elements who have become integrated in the Sudan 
Arabs. In their physical characteristics, nevertheless, 
the *Abábda together with the Tigre-speaking Bani 
*Amir bear a closer resemblance to the proto- 
Egyptian inhabitants of the Nile valley than the other 
Beja. The Arabic spoken by the ‘Ababda is quite 
distinct from that of the fallahin, and the word lists 
collected by H.A. Winckler contain an appreciable 
number of Beja words. 


In their material culture and their customs the 
*Abábda agree more closely with the Beja proper 
than with the Arabs. Certain widespread customs 
which they share with the Sudan Arabs, such as the 
infibulation of girls and the ceremonial respect of 
in-law-relations, are of Hamitic origin. The ‘Abâbda 
use the typically Beja style of hairdressing (dirwa) 
which has given rise to the nickname Fuzzy-wuzzy, 
though this custom now tends to die out. Their tents 
of palm-matting are quite unlike the Arab ‘house of 
hair’. Their marriages, like those of the Beja proper, 
are matrilocal but their women do not enjoy the 
freedom which is allowed to their sisters of the 
Bishariyyin. The * Abábda, moreover, share with the 
Beja, but not the Arabs, certain taboos connected 
with milk: only men may do the milking, for which | 
only gourds and wicker vessels may be used and no . 
man may drink of the milk he has drawn until 
someone else has drunk. 


The influence of Islam, which nominally is the 
religion of all the *Abábda, has made a marked 
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Sa'd B. Bakr, Banu 
Tribe of Arabia 


The Banu Sa'd B. Bakr are a small Arab tribe. 
They usually reckoned as part of the tribe on tribal 
group of Hawazin. To a section of this tribe belonged 
Halima bint Abi Dhu'ayb, Muhammad's wet-nurse. 


After the battle of Hunayn her daughter Shayma, 
who had been taken prisoner, obtained her release 
by proving to Muhammad that she was his milk- 
sister; and some of the men of the tribe, because 
they were Muhammad's milk-brothers, were able to 
facilitate various negotiations. 


The tribe was apparently divided into several 
small sections. The group just mentioned fought aga- 
inst Muhammad at Hunayn along with Hawazin, but 
there were also others fighting on Muhammad's side. 


Yet, others supported him at the conquest of 
Mecca. The expedition to Fadak in 6/628 led by 
*Ali against a group called only Banu Sa'd was 
probably against the section of Sa'd b. Bakr 
associated with Hawazin: they were being punished 
for accepting Jewish bribes to give military help 
against Muhammad. 
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Sadama 
"Community of Ethiopia 


The Ethiopian people who refer to themselves 
as Sadama (adjective: Sidamo) may number more 
than 600,000 and include several differing, but 
related, ethnic groups in the southwest part of 
Ethiopia. Perhaps 10 per cent are Muslims. 


They live in a trapezoidal-shaped area marked 
by Lake Awasa, Lake Abaya, the upper branches of 
the Loghita River and the Billate River. To the north 
are the Arussi people, the Walamo are situated on 
the western boundary, the Gugi and Darasa on the 
south and Jamjam (Northern Gugi) on the east. 
They form part of the Highland East Cushitic 
language group. 


Without adequate census data one can only 
speculate as to the present number of Muslims in 
the Sidamo population. Though, it is likely that the 
interethnic trade of the last century would have 
provided the Sadama with some knowledge of Islam, 
informants are of the belief that only recently (within 
the last 20 years) have there been any significant 
numbers of converts. J. Spencer Trimingham in his 
book Islam in Ethiopia reports Islam is professed 
among such Sidamo groups as the Tamboro, Garo, 
Alaba and Hadiya. 


Since, however, Islam places more stress on 
behaviour than doctrine, it is possible to make an 
estimate of whether the numbers of converts are 
increasing by observing the adoption of Islamic 
clothing styles, performance of prayers and presence 
of mosques and cemeteries. Based on these criteria 
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income are young animals sold each fall, wool sold 
in the spring and milk sold to Yoruk entrepreneurs, 
who process it into white cheese for urban markets. 


Currently the Yoruk herders of southeastern 
Turkey are heavily involved in exporting livestock 
to Iraq, a trade which encourages further 
commercialisation of the animal industry. Thus, the 
nomadic Yoruk although visibly much like their 
forefathers, are very much a part of today’s world in 
the Middle East.
